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Power unit dedicated 
at New Madrid plant 


NEW MADRID — The second unit of the 
New Madrid Power Plant was dedicated 
Wednesday during a program at the 
Associated Electric Cooperative Inc. site 
located in St. Jude Industrial Park, about 
five miles south of New Madrid. 
The New Madrid electric generating 
station consists of two 600-megawatt units. 
The plant's 1,200 megawatt generating 
capacity makes it the largest electric 
generating station operated by any electric 
cooperative in the United States. 
Constructed at a cost of $171,500,000. unit 
two is part of a $208.100,000 total project 
including over 300 miles of high voltage 
transmission line and sub-stations. 
The first unit, which is owned by the City 
of New Madrid, was completed in July, 1972 
and is leased and operated by AECI, whose 
main offices are in Springfield. Con­ 
struction on the second unit began in 
January, 1974 and commercial operation 
began this month. 
Power generated by the New Madrid 
plant and Associated’s Thomas Hill plant 
near Moberly provides electrical energy for 
350,000 to 400,000 users. 
Gerald F. Diddle, general m anager of 
AECI, said "This plant means much to the 
regional area and plays a major role in 
keeping the cost of electrical power down in 


rural Missouri” . He said 15 per cent of the 
power produced by the New Madrid plant is 
dedicated to reserve. This reserve, Diddle 
explained, is to assist other rural electrical 
distribution systems when they experience 
an emergency in their systems. He added 
that the reserves save money for everybody 
in meeting the energy needs in both rural 
Missouri and metropolitan areas 
J. K. Smith, governor, National Rural 
Utilities Cooperative Finance Corporation 
in Washington, D.C. -- a bank formed in 1971 
by 860 cooperatives to meet the needs of 
financing rural electrification - was guest 
speaker. 
In 1973, CFC committed a $140 million 
loan to Associated. Later when the Rural 
Electrification Administration was able to 
guarantee 
loans, 
CFC 
and Associated 
agreed to release Associated from the 
committment and allow the cooperative to 
get federal financing. 
REA backed the project by guaranteeing 
loans totaling $142.4 million and was in­ 
volved in an additional package of direct 
loans by REA in the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment totaling $74.2 million, with $25 million 
invested 
by 
National 
Rural 
Utilities 
Cooperative Finance Corp. 
Smith, who said electrical rates reflect 
the cost of the capital, pointed out that the

Drought may cost 
farmers millions 


ATLANTA (AP) — A twomonth drought 
through much of the South has parched 
land, shriveled crops and dried up w ater 
supplies, 
threatening to 
cost farm ers 
millions of dollars. 
Some farm ers stand to take a double blow 
when their feed crops fail. They will be 
unable to feed their livestock and will have 
to sell anim als at a loss. 
The southern drought comes while the 
West’s worst dry period in the century 
continues almost unabated, with forest fire 
danger high and water rationing imposed in 
many areas. 


Damage 
to Georgia’s corn crop is 
estimated 
at $94 million, 
because at 
fireworm and budworm infestation as well 
as lack of moisture. 


“We are dry,” said Wayne County, Ga., 
farm agent Bobby Deal. "We expect to lose 
65 per cent of our corn crop. ” 
But most of Georgia’s crops haven’t been 
planted and Agriculture Commissioner 
Tommy Irvin said the loss is impossible to 
estimate. The value of last y ear’s soybean 
crop was put at nearly $144 million. 


Several Georgia counties have begun 
issuing weekend warnings to residents to 
curtail washing their cars, watering gar­ 
dens and filling swimming pools. 
In Houston County, Ala., agriculture 
officials said about twothirds of the 60,000 
acres of corn has been ruined. 


Soybean crops in Alabama, Georgia and 
Virginia were all below normal. 
Tobacco m arkets are expected to open 


next month, but this year’s loss in Georgia 
alone is expected to be more than $8.5 
million. In Virginia and Tennessee, tobacco 
is in good condition, but both areas need 
more rain to m aintain a healthy crop. 
Cotton losses in Georgia were estim ated 
at $8 million, but other states reported good 
crop conditions, despite a shortage of 
moisture. 
Pastures in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Tennessee are parched and dry and cat­ 
tlemen are being forced to send cattle to 
m arket early. 
In Alabama, a spokesman for the cat­ 
tlemen’s association said cattlemen stand 
to lose $100 million because calves are sell­ 
ing for about $35 per head less because they 
are going to m arket 75 to 100 pounds thinner 
than normal. 
Gas supply doubtful 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Even with nor­ 
mal weather, next winter’s natural gas 
shortage may be as bad as last winter’s, or 
worse, the Federal Power Commission is 
warning. 
How much gas is available depends on a 
variety of factors, including the weather, 
the availability of more natural gas under 
emergency sales regulations and the ability 
of customers to switch to other fuels, the 
F PC said Wednesday. 
The amount of gas in storage when the 
cold weather begins also will help deter­ 
mine the w inter’s supply, a report by the 
agency said. 
The American Gas Association reported 
last week that the nation’s natural gas 


storage capacity has increased slightly and 
stored gas supplies should be normal or 
larger than normal by October, when the 
heating season begins. 
But there is no room for overconfidence. 
Last winter, during a record cold spell, 
interstate pipelines were able to deliver 
only 5.715 trillion cubic feet of the 7.24

There is a solution to the 
problem, which I hesitate to 
suggest, since I don’t want to get 
involved in the controversy.

What the Florida orange in­ 
dustry could do is break down its 
TV budget. Half of it would go to 
Miss Bryant to continue pushing 
Florida orange juice to the 
“straight” 
people, and half 
would go to a gay spokesperson 
who would appeal to the 
homosexual drinkers. It would 
mean cutting Miss Bryant’s fee 
to $50,000 a year, so the gay 
person would get paid the same 
as she does. But at the same 
time, Miss Bryant would only be 
required 
to make half the 
number of TV commercials. 
It seems to me that this would 
satisfy 
everyone. 
The 
heterosexuals would be pleased 
to see that Miss Bryant was still 
selling orange juice, and the 
gays would be delighted to have 
finally broken through on big- 
time television. Florida orange 
juice consumption would have to 
go up because the TV com­ 
m ercials would appeal to 
everyone, regardless of race, 
religion or sexual preference. 
Of course, the advertising 
agency for the Florida orange 
growers would have to find a 
gay spokesperson who could 
sing as well as Miss Bryant. But 
that shouldn’t be a problem. 
Many of our finest performers 
come from the gay community 
and would be happy to sup­ 
plement their income by doing 
orange juice commercials.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

IRANIAN JUSTICE MIGHT 
BE JUST WHAT THE 
U.S. NEEDS 
By JACK ANDERSON and 
Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Not long 
ago, the Shah of Iran spoke to 
Chief Justice Warren Burger 
about modernizing the judicial 
processes 
in 
his country. 
Apologetically, the Shah ex­ 
plained that Iran’s system of 
justice was primitive. In the 
villages, he said, disputes were 
resolved by councils of elders. 
There 
were 
no 
courts, 
no 
lawyers, no judicial review. 
The Chief Justice confided 
afterward that he would like to 
send a legal team to Iran to 
investigate village justice. The 
American 
experts, 
he 
suggested, 
might 
learn 
something. 
Burger 
has 
become 
in­ 
creasingly dismayed with the 
complex legal system in the 
United States. The lawyers are 
entangling 
the 
populace 
in 
litigation, 
bogfing down the 
courts and substituting legal 
manipulation for justice. 
"The harsh truth,” he warned 
the American Bar Association 
last month, “is that ... we may 
well be on our way to a society 
overrun by hordes of lawyers, 
hungry as locusts, and brigades 
of judges in numbers neiver 
before contemplated. ” 
Across the land, lawyer slurk 
behind the bushes waiting to 
pounce upon the passers-by, 
drag them into court and drain 
them of their assets. Most 
lawsuits 
benefit 
only 
the 
lawyers, who collect fat fees and 
leave both parties worse off. 
Attorneys also dominate the 
government. 
The founding 
fathers intended that Congress, 
for 
example, 
should 
be 
representative of the people. But 
the lawyers have taken it over; 
they hold more than 300 of the 
535 seats. 
Attorneys also populate the 
various 
federal 
agencies, 
boards, 
commissions, 
com­ 
mittees and councils. Both in 
and 
out 
of 
government, 
Washington has^more lawyers 


per capita than any city in the 
world. The lawyers in gover­ 
nment 
produce 
complex 
legislation 
and 
regulations, 
which create business for the 
lawyers out of government. 
Today, the confused citizen 
needs an attorney to make out a 
tax return, sell a home, settle an 
estate and protect him from the 
proliferating pitfalls that the 
government lawyers produce. 
Here are our observations: 
- The nation is overrun with 
lawyers who, lured by the scent 
of the green, congregate where 
the big money is. They thrive, 
for example, on corporate law. 
Indeed, 
many 
a 
corporate 
president began as the general 
counsel. Yet the nation’s 29 
million poor are suffering from 
a lawyer shortage. An estimated 
85 per cent of their legal needs 
are still unmet. 
- All too often, the legal 
decision goes to the client with 
the most money. He can out- 
maneuver and outlast his poorer 
opponent in the courts. It is not 
uncommon, corporate attorneys 
tell us, for complex cases to 
drag on for more than a decade. 
The client who has to count his 
money may not survive the legal 
skirmishing. The poor often 
cannot afford to seek redress of 
grievances for even the most 
basic injustices. 
-- Most lawyers price them­ 
selves 
out 
of the average 
American’s range. Their hourly 
rates start around $35, quickly 
reach $100 and continue on up 
into the stratosphere. Once the 
eminent Washington attorney, 
Claik Gifford, made a rare 
appearance on Capitol Hill for 
Charles Revs on, the head of 
Revlon cosmetics. 
Clifford 
coached hhis client carefully, 
then sat silently at his side while 
R ev so n 
a n sw e re d 
congressmen’s questions. For 
this appearance, Clifford sent 
Revson a bill of $25,000. 
- The legal processes have 
become 
encumbered 
with 
procedural rigmarole - un­ 
necessary routines that are 
designed more to enrich the 
lawyers than to serve the public. 
It costs a small fortune, for 


example, to clear the title for a 
home purchase. And the probate 
processes have become so en­ 
crusted that the attortneys often 
wind up with a greater share of 
an inheritance than the heirs. 
--Attorneys are supposed to be 
society’s 
peacemakers 
and 
problem solvers. 
Too many 
devote themselves to the op­ 
posite; they are troublemakers 
who create problems. 
They 
operate on the theory, ap­ 
parently, that the more trouble 
they can stir up, the more law 
business there will be. The wise 
judge 
learned 
Hand once 
remarked: “I must say that as a 
litigant I should dread a lawsuit 
beyond almost anything else 
short of sickness and death. ’ ’ 


- Most lawyers, in the opinion 
of the judges who watch them in 
action, are incompetent. Chief 
Justice 
Burger 
has 
noted: 
“Many 
judges in general 
jurisdiction trial courts have 
stated to me that fewer than 25 
per cent of the lawyers ap­ 
pearing 
before 
them 
are 
genuinely qualified. ” 


Some 
28,000 
young 
graduates will pour out of the 
nation’s law schools this year. 
This is nerly double the number 
who graduated 10 years ago. 
With few exceptions, they are 
licensed, according to Burger, 
“without the slightest inquiry 
into their capacity to perform 
the practical functions of a 
counselor or an advocate.” They 
seek experience on the staffs of 
public 
defenders 
and 
prosecutors. The lawyers who 
represent the poor and the 
public, therefore, are often still 
in the process of learning how to 
try cases. 
- Lawyers profess that they 
regulate and discipline them­ 
selves. The truth is, however, 
that the disciplinary machinery 
is more often used to protect 
them 
from 
public 
em­ 
barrassment. The late Supreme 
Court 
Justice Tom 
Clark 
reported after an investigation 
in 
1970 
that 
professional 
misconduct 
went virtually 
unregulated in most of the 50 
states.

They are not convinced that they 
come from our areas, but more 
likely are from such high prices 
living places as Washington, 
D.C., New York, Detroit and 
others. 
The Labor Department says 
that a family of four needs 
$10,041 income per year for 
“austere” living, and $16,236 for 
a moderate standard of living.

are 
hundreds 
of 
families, 
possibly 
more, 
in 
Monroe County and Northeast 
Missouri who do and can live 
well on that sum, maybe have 
something left over.

Coal Still King: 
Crises on Coal and Rail Fronts 
will rocket all prices, brake 
economy 
WASHINGTON - American 
Presidents have been told to go 
to 
hell 
-- 
sometimes 
Shakespeareanly, 
sometimes 
scatologically -- when they at­ 
tempted to stonewall coal and 
railroad strikes. Mostly they 
went to the Supreme Court or to 
Congress. That’s happened in 
war and peace. 
And the public, hypnotized by 
Tom "Terrific” Seavers through 
the years, suddenly wondered 
why 
the 
commuter 
trains 
weren’t running or their com­ 
munities were threatened with 
brownouts. 
So I’ll Paul Revere for you this 
time. Heavy odds are now that 
coal and rail crises are speeding 
in on us. Probably national 
strikes. And therefore the cost of 
cooking, eating, heating and just 
simple living will rocket up by 
year’s end. 
This 
past week’s national 
coaldiggers’ 
union 
election 
means that the "new” miner, 
with a quickly lowering average 
age of 37 years, will soon be 
earning some $650 to $700 a week 
in straight time wages and 
fringes. 
That’s why young men and 
women, of an average age of 27 
years and under, are flocking 
into the coalfields at a fantastic 
rate, considering the grimy fact 
that most of them know they will 
work deep in the pits. 
Within a few hours of his 
election victory last Wednesday, 
United 
Mine 
Workers' 
president, 54-year-old Arnold 
Miller, dubbed the coal mine 
industry "the enemy.” And he 
promised his 167,000 
active 
coaldiggers the best new con­ 
tract ever. Since the average 
miner already costs the pit 
operators over $100 daily, and 
the pact about to be negotiated 
will follow other recent in­ 
dustrial collective bargaining 
patterns of 33 to 40 per cent 
increases over three years, 
there could well be coaldiggers 
taking more than $700 weekly 
soon enough. 
In 
rank-and-file 
m iners’ 
milieus there’s intense talk 
about getting special hazard pay 
for underground work; more 
time off, with pay in the United 
Auto Workers’ tgradition; an 
increase in the pension and 
welfare royalty payments per 
ton, 
contributed 
by 
the 
operators, which in many areas 
are the big steel companies; and 
the united demand for the right 
to strike legally, locally to settle 
grievances. 
No petty cash all this. In the 
year ending June 30, 1976, the 
coal 
companies 
contributed 
$589.2 million to the pension and 
welfare funds. 
And the odds that the mine 


owners will sign such contracts 
with President Miller are about 
as good as the Atlanta Braves’ 
chances for the pennant. So, 
forgive 
the 
analogy, 
more 
strikes are expected in the 
coalfields than in the nation's 
ball parks this season. 
But in the end - meaning next 
winter -- the price of coal will up. 
This will pressure prices in 
steel, therefore in auto and 
trucks, therefore in deliveries of 
all kinds and therefore in the 
cost of living and in the cost of 
running a thousand cities. Just 
watch. 
Arnold Miller will have to 
deliver to his new breed rank- 
and-filers or lose control, 
despite hsi election victory. And 
they are a new breed. 
“ The new young people 
coming in are typical of their 
generation, 
well-educated, 
aggressive, 
questioning 
and 
highly vocal,” says one coal 
industry insider. "Since this 
work force will . . . lack the 
tempering impact of the middle- 
age group, dealing with them 
will be exceedingly difficult.” 
Though the White House coal 
price-watchers expect 50,000 to 
60,000 coaldiggers to wildcat in 
week-long, illegal strikes this 
summer, the actual climax will 
clamp onto the nation in 
December. This is just about the 
time the rail unions (with 456,000 
members) will confront some 
150 Class I lines in new contract 
negotiations. 
There may be 
some illegality about selective 
strikes which could paralyze the 
rails then but that’s hardly been 
a brake on such tactics. 
The railroads have ju st 
notified some unions that this 
time the companies don’t plan to 
sit by and be governed by wage 
and work roles developed when 
the Union Pacific was running 
wooden cars through war-torn 
Indian territory. Further, the 
railroads now want a change in 
work rules which would enable 
them to get skilled workers to 
cross craft lines to handle any 
regular jobs inside the rail 
“shops.” That's like demanding 
that Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater 
replace George McGovern as 
president of the Americans for 
Democratic Action. 
And leaning against the rails 
will be a new militant labor 
voice, 
52-year-old Bill Win- 
pisinger who becomes president 
of the million-member Inter­ 
national Assn. of Machinists 
(AFL-CIO) on July 1. Same time 
Arnold Miller gets his own mine 
union’s official returns. 
There will be lots more about 
“Winpi" in coming months. 
Sufficient here to report he’ll not 
hesitate 
to shut down the 
nation’s rail lines to win wage 
and fringe increases for his 
followers. 
So that’s how it always begins. 
And these leagues are bigger 
than Tom Seaver’s.

asleep, but he may know less 
about the mattress he's lying 
on than he does about products 
that occupy only a fraction of 
his time. 
The National Association of 
Bedding Manufacturers offers a 
guide to some of the basics, but 
a spokesman for the group ad­ 
mits that the “consumer has to 
rely on the knowledge of the re­ 
tail salesman.” 
Mattress construction is a 
complicated 
process, 
the 
spokesman said. All you get to 
see of the product is the cover. 
“Primarily you buy on feel,” 
said 
the 
bedding 
industry 
spokesman. “The big thing to­ 
day is a firm mattress. The 
idea is to get the firmest sup­ 
port possible without it feeling 
like a board.” 
You haVe to take the word of 
the salesman and the guarantee 
of the manufacturer that the 
mattress will feel the same a 
year from now as it does today. 
A little bit of knowledge will 
go a long way, however, in 
helping you to ask the right 
questions. 
(The 
salesman 
should know the answers about 
construction and quality; if he 
doesn’t you might want to 
switch salesmen or stores.) 
Mattresses and 
boxsprings 
generally range in size from 
the twin — 38 inches wide by 75 
inches long — to the king — 76 
inches wide and 80 inches long. 
Most experts, including the 
manufacturers, say you should 
buy a new boxspring whenever 
you choose a new mattress. If 
the mattress is worn out, the 
spring probably is due for re­ 
placement as well, they claim. 
There are two basic types of 
mattresses: 
innerspring and 
foam. The foam mattresses are 


less expensive; they generally 
do not last as long, however. 
The foam mattress consists 
of a core of cushiony urethane 
foam — either the standard 
type or a new, high-resilieney 
variety for increased support — 
and a synthetic cover. Com­ 
binations of foam may be lami­ 
nated together to produce var­ 
ying density. 
The innerspring mattress is 
more complicated. It consists 
of springs, a layer of insulation 
— not the kind you use to save 
energy in your home, cushion­ 
ing and a cover. 
The standard double mattress 
(53 by 75 inches) has a min­ 
imum of about 250 coils. Some 
varieties may have up to 1,000 
coils, but the wire used for the 
coils is likely to be lighter in 
weight. The bedding manufac­ 
turers’ spokesman said the op­ 
timum construction generally is 
considered to include 312 coils 
of 13*2 gauge wire. Ask the 
salesman or check manufac­ 
turers’ literature to find out the 
number 
of 
coils 
and 
the 
strength of the wire before you 
buy. 
The springs are covered with 
an insulator, either a pad of 
some kind or netting or a wire 
arrangement, designed to pre­ 
vent the springs from sticking 
into your back and to keep the 
cushioning material from sink­ 
ing into the center of the coils. 
Some manufacturers use extra 
insulation to increase the firm­ 
ness of the mattress; others 
rely on a heavier gauge wire. 
The final component is the 
cover, also known as the tick­ 
ing. The manufacturers group 
says all tickings today are 
made of synthetics — partly to 
meet 
federal 
flammability 
standards for resistance to igni­ 
tion by a lighted cigarette and 
partly for cost reasons.

The 
Byrds bridged the gap between 
traditional folk music and Brit­ 
ish rock and reached stardom 
with such songs as “Mr. Tam­ 
bourine Man,” “Eight Miles 
High” and “Turn, Turn, Turn.” 
Despite

changes, The Byrds became fa­ 
vorites of a growing FM radio 
audience in the late 1960s with 
their 
electronic 
ex­ 
perimentation and synthesis of 
country and rock sounds. Mc­ 
Guinn disbanded the group in 
1972 but failed as a solo act, 
both on stage and on record. 
So he’s assembled a per­ 
manent band, cut a strong new 
album and hit the road with a 
stage show featuring many of 
the old Byrds tunes that first 
brought him fame.

W IM BLEDON, England (A P) 
- Ilie Nastase has done it 
again. 
The antics of die fiery Roma­ 
nian on court Wednesday as he 
scrambled his way through to 
the third round were as wild as

fail to win. Ranked No. 6 in the 
world, Nastase was the losing 
finalist here in 1972 and 1976. 
He is seeded sixth this year. 
Wednesday’s trouble erupted 
in the fourth set of Nastase’s 
match against Andrew Pattison 
of Rhodesia. Pattison took the 
first two sets 9-7, 6-3, beating 
Nastase at his own game with 
clever passing shots, dinks and 
cut shots. 
Nastase came back to win 
the third set 7-5, but Pattison 
got a crucial 4-3 lead in the fol­ 
lowing set by breaking Nas­ 
tase’s serve in the seventh 
game. 
The Romanian appeared up­ 
set at a foot fault called against 
him. He argued with the line­ 
sman and umpire, then ducked 


behind the green canvas sur­ 
rounding the No. 2 court, to the 
bewilderment of his opponent 
and the delight of the packed 
crowd. 
Wimbledon 
referee 
Fred 
Hoyle was summoned and Nas­ 
tase was warned to play on. 
Some 10 minutes elapsed before 
he resumed play, and the game 
quickly swung his way. He 
broke Pattison’s service to even 
the games at 44. More antics 
followed — complaining about 
the state of the grass and the 
noise in the crowd — and one 
spectator yelled: “ Shut up and 
play tennis.” Others simply 
booed. 


Nastase buckled down to his 
game, broke service in the 14th 
game and took the set 84. One 
service break in the fifth and 
final set was all he needed for 
the match. 


But Pattison refused to come 
to the net to shake hands. 
“ I think he bahaved abomi­ 
nably,” said the Rhodesian. 
“ He was breaking the rules of 
the game that play must be 
continuous, and insulting and 
abusing the umpire and line­ 
smen. He did it at a very cru­ 
cial stage when I was leading 
with a service break. It was no 
coincidence.” 
But 
Nastase had an ex­ 
planation for the whole episode 
when he met reporters, and 
showed no signs of repentance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday refused 
to review a lower court’s ruling 
that libel suits against news­ 
papers may be tried in state 
courts far from the paper’s 
home base and predominant 
circulation area. 
The justices let stand a ruling 
that said the Times Mirror Co., 
publisher of the Los Angeles 
Times, can be sued for libel in 
Wyoming by two political fig­ 
ures in that state. 
In seeking Supreme Court re­ 
view, attorneys for the news­ 
paper said the lower court's de­ 
cision would have a “chilling 
impact” on freedom of the 
press. 
In a July 5, 1974 article about 
crime in Wyoming and other 
western states, the Times re­ 
ported that Donald Ray An- 
selmi, state Democratic party 
chairman, and Raymond B. 
Whitaker, 
a 
former 
state 
Democratic chairman, had tes­ 
tified before a federal grand 
jury. The article said the two 
had been asked if they bought 
guns in Wyoming which they 
knew had been stolen in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The article also said that fed­ 
eral prosecutors were trying to 
determine 
if 
Anselmi 
and 
Whitaker were “involved in 
more serious matters.” 
In 1975, Anselmi and Whita­ 
ker sued the Times Mirror Co. 
for libel. Information in the 
Times article was carried on 
the wires of The Associated 
Press and United Press Inter­ 
national. Both news services 
were named as defendants in 
the libel suit, along with the 
Denver Post and Cheyenne 
Newspapers, publisher of news­ 
papers in that Wyoming city. 
Proceedings in the state libel 
case, however, have been de­ 
layed pending the Times’ ap­ 
peal challenging the jurisdic­ 
tion of Wyoming’s courts. 
A federal judge in Wyoming 


ruled that the state courts 
could not hear the case but his 
decision was reversed by the 
10th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
That court said, in part, that 
because the information for the 
articpe was gathered by Times’ 
reporters 
who 
traveled 
to 
Wyoming and the article had 
impact 
in 
Wyoming, 
state 
courts could handle the libel 
suit. 
Less than 10 copies of the Los 
Angeles Times are delivered to 
Wyoming subscribers each day, 
and the Times maintains no of­ 
fice or staff in the state. 
In its appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the Times said that if it 
were subjected to suits “in 
areas of the United States and 
the world inconvenient for its 
California location...the finan­ 
cial and time burdens thereby 
imposed would severely inhibit 
the ability of the newspaper to 
perform its function.” 
Times’ attorneys argued that 
past Supreme Court rulings in 
freedom-of-the-press 
cases 
which have protected news­ 
papers from harassing lawsuits 


which could make them be­ 
come less willing to cover con­ 
troversial topics.

Junt 23, 1t77 — P m n 
Canning tomatoes 
safe if done right 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment scientists say “if prop­ 
er procedures are used” home 
gardeners can look forward to 
canning their own tomatoes 
without fear of them developing 
a deadly form of food poison. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Monday a two-year study 
of more than 350 tomato vari­ 
eties showed the fruit normally 
contains enough natural acid to 
prevent the growth of bacteria 
which causes botulism. 
But 
the 
department 
said 
home canners can easily add 
citric acid or lemon juice to 
their tomatoes as further insur­ 
ance against botulism. 
The study to assess the safety 
of home-canned tomatoes was 
conducted by USDA’s Eastern 
Regional 
Research 
Center, 
Wyndmoor, Pa., after questions 
were raised several years ago 
about the possibility of botulism 
resulting from so-called “low 
acid” 
tomatoes 
canned 
at 
home. 
Officials said the tests “show 
that there has been no consist 
change in tomato acidity of 
varieties introduced over the 
last 25 years,” although four 
varieties are low in acid and 
should not be used for home 
canning. 
One of these, Garden State, 
was low enough in acid ‘‘to pos­ 
sibly perm it growth” of Clostri­ 
dium botulinusm, the organism 
that causes botulism.

spoon of citric acid or one ta ­ 
blespoon of bottled lemon juice 
in each pint will increase to­ 
mato acidity and produce no off 
flavors. 
Vinegar is not as effective as 
citric acid or lemon juice and 


causes an off flavor in canned 
tomatoes, the scientists found. 
A 
commercially 
prepared 
“acidification” table also was 
not as effective. 
The report said that “proper 
procedures” begin with the se­ 
lection of tomatoes that are not 
overripe or decayed. Further, 
home canners should follow 
“tested and approved” proce­ 
dures such as in USDA’s publi­ 
cation, HG-8, “Home Canning 
of 
Fruits 
and 
Vegetables” 
which may be available from 
county extension offices. 
The publication can be or­ 
dered for 45 cents a copy from 
the U.S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 
“What the public has been 
told about yellow, orange and 
small tomatoes being low in 
acid and not suitable for home 
canning is a fallacy,” the re­ 
port said. “According to the 
data, tomatoes of the small and 
light-colored varieties actually 
tend to be higher in acid than 
other tomato types. 
The acid taste in some high- 
acid tomatoes may be masked 
by 
a high sugar content.” 
The environment in which to­ 
matoes are grown or the condi­ 
tion of the vines can affect to­ 
mato acidity. 
One sample of the Fireball 
variety,

picked after the vines were 
dead.

Occasional skip is not new to 
experienced CBers. But many 
newcomers hearing the phe­ 
nomenon for the first time find 
it hard to understand how their 
sets with a normal range of 10 
to 30 miles can pick up signals 
from stations hundreds of miles 
away. 
For tl\e last few years, skip 
has been mostly a summertime 
thing, fading away for the most 
part during the winter months. 
But that may change this fall, 
when the skip begins to be 
heard throughout the year. 
Most CB radio signals travel 
along what are called ground 
planes, following the curvature 
of the earth. But some trans­ 
missions become sky waves, 
traveling up through the clouds. 
Ordinarily, sky waves contin­ 
ue into space before eventually 
dissipating. But when the E- 
layer of the atmosphere — 30 to 
300 miles above earth — is io­ 
nized by the sun’s ultraviolet 
and X-ray radiation, its elec­ 
trons act as antennas, retrans­ 
mitting radio signals back to 
earth strong enough 
to be 
heard. 
That ordinary, summertime 
skip comes and goes, occurring 
mostly from May through Au­ 
gust 
although 
intermittently 
during winter months. It is 
most pronounced during the 
late morning hours and again 
during the early evening. 
But the sunspots are coming, 
and with them year-round skip. 
Sunspots are caused by mas­ 
sive solar explosions, resulting 
in bursts of ultraviolet rays. 
This activity occurs with var­ 
ying frequency, but most often 
in cycles peaking every 11 
years or so. 
The last peak was 1968-69 and 
we’re just coming out of its 
low-activity period. The next 
high spot is expected about 
1960, with the build-up begin­ 
ning this fall.

Dry conditions 
improve little 


after showers 


COLUMBIA, Mo. 
(AP) - 
Missouri farmers welcomed the 
weekend rains after reports by 
the Missouri Crop and Live­ 
stock 
Reporting Service in­ 
dicated very dry conditions 
across the state. 
Last week’s scattered show­ 
ers were not enough to improve 
the already deteriorating crop 
and pasture conditions by last 
Saturday. 
Farmers 
ready 
to 
plant 
double crop soybeans 
were 
waiting for another shower. But 
the lack of rain and fair weath­ 
er gave farmers 5.9 suitable 
days for fieldwork last week. 
Soil moisture supplies were 
rated at 90 per cent short and 
10 per cent adequate. 
Planting of double crop soy­ 
beans began following wheat 
harvest and is now 35 per cent 
complete. Soybeans stands in 
some areas showed signs of 
damage from herbicide carryo­ 
ver. 
The winter wheat is now 83 
per cent ripened, up nearly 40 
points from last week. This 
compares to 48 per cent ripe at 
this time last year andis about 
two weeks ahead of normal. 
Winter wheat harvest is now 
in full swing as 42 per cent is 
out of the field, about one week 
ahead of normal for this date. 
Farmers spent much of this 
week’s field time making hay. 
Second cutting alfalfa hay is 
now 29 per cent harvested, 
about one week ahead of last 
yeyar and normal. 
Clover timothy hay harvest is 
now 72 per cent complete, up 20 
points from last week and two 
weeks ahead of normal. 
Last week's hot, dry weather 
deteriorated corn and pasture 
Conditions. Corn was rated 5 
per cent poor. 42 per cent fair, 
48 per cent good, and 5 per cent 
excellent with several reports 
indicating that leaves were be- 
gining to roll under stesss.

to the

Times by the Eisenhower fami­ 
ly in reaction to an ABC tele­ 
vision screenplay being pro­ 
duced in part from a book by 
Lt. 
Kay Summersby, “Past 
Forgetting: My Love Affair 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower.” 
The screenplay is to be aired 
in several months, the Times 
said today. 
Lt. Summersby, a member of 
the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, was Eisenhower’s driver 
and secretary in Europe and 
North Africa during World War 
II. 
She wrote her book about the 


alleged affair in 1976 and died 
of cancer shortly afterward. 
The Times reported, how­ 
ever, that the Eisenhower let­ 
ters cast doubt on the accuracy 
of the Summersby book and on 
a story, attributed to former 
President Harry Truman, that 
the general planned to divorce 
his wife and marry Kay Sum­ 
mersby. 
Truman’s account of the al­ 
leged divorce plans were print­ 
ed in a recent book by Merle 
Miller, “Plain Speaking: An 
Oral History of Harry S. Tru­ 
man.” 
In his letters, Eisenhower re­ 
peatedly refers to his wife as 
“my darling” and “my sweet­ 
heart.” 
“This eve I just wanted to 
say you’re the greatest gal in 
the world. I’ll never be in love 
with anyone but you,” the gen­ 
eral wrote to his wife from Al­ 
giers on Feb. 20, 1943.

The propensity of Americans for making constitutional 
mountains out of legalistic molehills has seldom been 
better illustrated than by the case of the New Hampshire 
license plate dissenter.

In contradiction of its own motto, New 
Hampshire did not offer the dissenter the option of living 
according to his beliefs or departing this life, but rather 
began legal action against him.

“The harsh truth.' he warned 
the American Bar Association 
last month, "is that .. we may 
well be on our way to a society 
overrun by hordes of lawyers, 
hungry as locusts, and brigades 
of judges in numbers neiver 
before contemplated " 
Across the land, lawyer slurk 
behind the bushes waiting to 
pounce upon the passers-by, 
drag them into court and drain 
them 
of 
their assets 
Most 
law suits 
benefit 
only 
the 
lawyers, who collect fat fees and 
leave both parties worse off 
Attorneys also dominate the 
governm ent. 
The 
founding 
fathers intended that Congress, 
for 
exam ple, 
should 
be 
representative of the people But 
the lawyers have taken it over; 
they hold more than 300 of the 
535 seats 
Attorneys also populate the 
v in o u s 
federal 
agencies, 
boards, 
commissions, 
com­ 
mittees and councils Both in 
and 
out 
of 
governm ent, 
Washington has more lawyers 
4 » 


per capita than any city in the 
world The lawyers in gover­ 
nm ent 
produce 
com plex 
legislation 
and 
regulations, 
which create business for the 
lawyers out of government. 
Today, the confused citizen 
needs an attorney to make out a 
lax return, sell a home, settle an 
estate and protect him from the 
proliferating pitfalls that the 
government lawyers produce 
Here are our observations: 
- The nation is overrun with 
lawyers who, lured by the scent 
of the green, congregate where 
the big money is They thrive, 
for example, on corporate law. 
Indeed, 
many 
a 
corporate 
president began as the general 
counsel. Yet the nation's 29 
million poor are suffering from 
a lawyer shortage. An estimated 
85 per cent of their legal needs 
are still unmet. 
•• All too often, the legal 
decision goes to the client with 
the most money 
He can out* 
maneuver and outlast his poorer 
opponent in the courts It is not 
uncommon, corporate attorneys 
tell us, for complex cases to 
drag on for more than a decade 
The client who has to count his 
money may not survive the legal 
skirmishing 
The poor often 
cannot afford to seek redress of 
grievances for even the most 
basic injustices 
- Most lawyers price them­ 
selves 
out 
of 
the 
average 
American’s range Their hourly 
rates start around $35. quickly 
reach $100 and continue on up 
into the stratosphere Once the 
eminent Washington attorney, 
Claik Clifford, made a rare 
appearance on Capitol Hill for 
Charles Revson, the head of 
Revlon 
cosm etics, 
Clifford 
coached hhis client carefully, 
then sat silently at his side while

a n s w e r e d 
congressmen’s questions

this appearance, Clifford sent

- Most lawyers, in the opinion 
of the judges who watch them in 
action, are incompetent. Chief

Some 
28,000 
young

Three-foot-tall mounds of un­ 
passed bills, obsolete reports 
and dated memoranda were 
not thrown toward the high 
ceilings of the House and 
Senate chambers this year as 
they normally are on the last 
night of the session. 
Missouri legislators solemn­ 
ly boxed up their four-month 
collection of session business 
and quietly returned to their 
offices rather than throwing 
the mess into the air at the 
stroke of midnight June 15. 
The failure to reach a com­ 
promise on the type and loca­ 
tion of a new state prison 
clouded the end of the legisla­ 
tive session, but many new 
laws that affect Missourians 
were put on the books. 


A P P R O V E D 


SCHOOL AID FORMULA - 
This revision of the present 10- 
year-old formula ends the reli­ 
ance on property assessments 
as a key factor in determining 
aid and instead averages per­ 
sonal income in school dis­ 
tricts. 
Rural districts will 
probably receive more money 
under the formula although no 
district will receive less than- 
the previous year. 
DEATH PENALTY — The 
state's law is modeled after 
those upheld by the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court which outlawed 
Missouri’s old death penalty 
law The new law provides for 


a dual system of trials and an 
automatic review of each 
death sentence. 
CRIM INAL CODE — The 
massive revision of the 142- 
year-old code whiqh still pro­ 
hibits 
drunken 
stagecoach 
driving eliminates some dis­ 
crepancies in crimes and pun­ 
ishments. The revision in­ 
cludes reduced punishments 
for prostitution and homosex­ 
ual relations and new sanc­ 
tions against child porno­ 
graphy. 
ELECTION CODE - This 
bill establishes six statewide 
election days but additional 
elections will be allowed for 
such votes as the issuance of 
bonds after emergencies. The 
bill becomes effective Jan. 1, 
1978, when signed by the gov­ 
ernor. 
SPEED LIM ITS - The 55 
mil-per-hour speed limit was 
extended to Missouri high­ 
ways for two years.

constitutional

which must receive statewide 
voter approval before becom­

The antics of the fiery Roma­ 
nian on court Wednesday as he

The justices let stand a ruling 
that said the Times Mirror Co., 
publisher of the Los Angeles 
Times, can be sued for libel in 
Wyoming by two political fig­ 
ures in that state 
In seeking Supreme Court re­ 
view, attorneys for the news­ 
paper said the lower court’s de­ 
cision would have a “ chilling 
impact” on freedom of the 
press 
In a Ju ly 5. 1974 article about 
crime in Wyoming and other 
western states, the Times re­ 
ported that Donald Ray An- 
selmi, state Democratic party 
chairman, 
and Raymond 
B 
Whitaker, 
a 
former 
state 
Democratic chairman, had tes­ 
tified before a federal grand 
jury. The article said the two 
had been asked if they bought 
guns in Wyoming which they 
knew had been stolen in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The article also said that fed­ 
eral prosecutors were trying to 
determine 
if 
Anselmi 
and 
Whitaker 
were "involved in 
more serious matters ” 
In 1975, Anselmi and Whita­ 
ker sued the Times Mirror Co. 
for libel. 
Information in the 
Times article was carried on 
the wires of The Associated 
Press and United Press Inter­ 
national 
Both news services 
were named as defendants in 
the libel suit, along with the 
Denver 
Post 
and Cheyenne 
New spapers, publisher of news­ 
papers in that Wyoming city 
Proceedings in the state libel 
case, however, have been de­ 
layed pending the Times’ ap­ 
peal challenging the jurisdic­ 
tion of Wyoming’s courts 
A federal judge in Wyoming 


ruled 
that 
the state courts 
could not hear the case but his 
decision was reversed by the 
loth U.S Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals 
That court said, in part, that 
because the information for the 
articpe was gathered by Times’ 
reporters 
who 
traveled 
to 
Wyoming and the article had 
impact 
in 
Wyoming, 
state 
courts could handle the libel 
suit 
Less than 10 copies of the Los 
Angeles Times are delivered to 
Wyoming subscribers each day, 
and the Times maintains no of­ 
fice or staff in the state 
In its appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the Times said that if it 
were subjected to suits “ in 
areas of the United States and 
the world inconvenient for its 
California location, the finan­ 
cial and time burdens thereby 
imposed would severely inhibit 
the ability of the newspaper to 
perform its function.”

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Canning tomatoes 
safe if done right 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment scientists say ‘‘if prop­ 
er procedures are used” home 
gardeners can look forward to 
canning 
their 
own 
tomatoes 
without fear of them developing 
a deadly form of food poison. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Monday a two-year study 
of more than 350 tomato vari­ 
eties showed the fruit normally 
contains enough natural acid to 
prevent the growth of bacteria 
which causes botulism. 
But 
the 
department 
said 
home canners can easily add 
citric acid or lemon juice to 
their tomatoes as further insur­ 
ance against botulism. 
The study to assess the safety 
of home-canned tomatoes was 
conducted by USDA’s Eastern 
Regional 
Research 
Center, 
Wyndmoor, Pa , after questions 
were raised several years ago 
about the possibility of botulism 
resulting from so-called "low 
acid” 
tomatoes 
canned 
at 
home. 
Officials said the tests "show 
that there has been no consist 
change in tomato acidity of 
varieties introduced over the 
last 25 years,” although four 
varieties are low in acid and 
should not be used for home 
canning 
One of these. Garden State, 
was low enough in acid “ to pos­ 
sibly permit growth" of Clostri­ 
dium botulinusm, the organism 
that causes botulism However, 
officials said. Garden State to­ 
matoes, introduced in 1945. are 
not 
commercially 
available 
now 
Three other varieties — Ace, 
Ace 55 VF and Cal Ace — are 
low in acid They were devel­ 
oped for commercial growers 
who produce tomatoes for the 
fresh m arket and should not be 
used for home cunning 
"The scientists found no oth 
er ripe, normal tomatoes with 
acid levels in the range that 
would permit growth of C Bot­ 
ulism." the department said 
The research, led by Dr G er­ 
ald M Sapers of the USDA’s 
Agricultural Research Service, 
showed 
that 
one-fourth 
tea­ 
spoon of citric acid or one ta 
Wespoon of bottled lemon juice 
in each pint will increase to­ 
mato acidity and produce no off 
flavors 
Vinegar is not as effective as 
citric acid or lemon juice and 


causes an off flavor in canned 
tomatoes, the scientists found. 
A 
commercially 
prepared 
"acidification” table also was 
not as effective. 
The report said that “proper 
procedures" begin with the se­ 
lection of tomatoes that are not 
overripe or decayed. Further, 
home canners should follow 
"tested and approved” proce­ 
dures such as in USDA’s publi­ 
cation, HG-8, "Home Canning 
of 
Fruits 
and 
Vegetables" 
which may be available from 
county extension offices 
The publication can be or­ 
dered for 45 cents a copy from 
the U.S. Government Printing 
Office. Washington, D C. 20402 
"What the public has been 
told about yellow, orange and 
small tomatoes being low in 
acid and not suitable for home 
canning is a fallacy," the re­ 
port said 
"According to the 
data, tomatoes of the small and 
light-colored varieties actually 
tend to be higher in acid than 
other tomato types. 
The acid taste in some high 
acid tomatoes may be masked 
by

Occasional skip is not new to 
experienced CBers But many 
newcomers hearing the phe­ 
nomenon for the first time find 
it hard to understand how their 
sets with a normal range of 10 
to 30 miles can pick up signals 
from stations hundreds of miles 
away. 
For tty? last few years, skip 
has been mostly a summertime 
thing, fading away for the most 
part during the winter months 
But that may change this fall, 
when the skip begins to be 
heard throughout the year 
Most CB radio signals travel 
along what are called ground 
planes, following the curvature 
of the earth But some trans­ 
missions become sky waves, 
traveling up through the clouds 
Ordinarily, sky waves contin­ 
ue into space before eventually 
dissipating But when the E- 
layer of the atmosphere — 30 to 
300 miles above earth — is io­ 
nized by the sun’s ultraviolet 
and X-ray radiation, its elec­ 
trons act as antennas, retrans­ 
mitting radio signals back to 
earth 
strong enough to be 
heard 
That ordinary, summertime 
skip comes and goes, occurring 
mostly from May through Au­ 
gust 
although 
intermittently 
during winter months 
It is 
most pronounced during the 
late morning hours and again 
during the early evening 
But the sunspots are coming, 
and with them year-round skip. 
Sunspots are caused by mas­ 
sive solar explosions, resulting 
in bursts of ultraviolet rays. 
This activity occurs with var­ 
ying frequency, but most often 
in cycles peaking every 11 
years or so 
The last peak was 1968-69 and 
we re just coming out of its 
low activity period. The next 
high spot is expected about 
I960, with the build-up begin­ 
ning this fall

The letters from the former 
president to his wife were re­ 
leased 
to 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
Times by the Eisenhower fami­ 
ly in reaction to an ABC tele­ 
vision screenplay being pro­ 
duced in part from a book by 
Lt. 
Kay Summersby, 
“ Past 
Forgetting: 
My 
Love Affair 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower." 
The screenplay is to be aired 
in several months, the Times 
said today. 
Lt Summersby, a member of 
the Women's Army Auxiliary 
Corps, was Eisenhower's driver 
and secretary in Europe and 
North Africa during World War 
II 
She wrote her book about the 


alleged attair in 1976 and died 
of cancer shortly afterward. 
The Times reported, 
how­ 
ever, that the Eisenhower let­ 
ters cast doubt on the accuracy 
of the Summersby book and on 
a story, attributed to former 
President Harry Truman, that 
the general planned to divorce 
his wife and m arry Kay Sum­ 
mersby 
Truman's account of the al­ 
leged divorce plans were print­ 
ed in a recent book by Merle 
Miller, “ Plain Speaking: 
An 
Oral History of Harry S Tru­ 
man " 
In his letters, Eisenhower re­ 
peatedly refers to his wife as 
"m y darling" and "my sweet 
heart ” 
"This eve I just wanted to 
say you're the greatest gal in 
the world. I’ll never be in love 
with anyone but you," the gen­ 
eral wrote to his wife from Al­ 
giers on Feb 20. 1943. 
Five days later, he wrote 
again from Algiers “ I love you 


— don't go bothering your pret­ 
ty head about WACs, etc., etc." 
The 319 Eisenhower letters 
are scheduled to be published 
next year by Doubleday under 
the title, "Letters to Mamie " 
The decision to make the E is­

available to the Times was 
made by John Eisenhower as 
executor of his father's estate, 
with approval of other family 
members, the newspaper said
